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A New Millennium Of 
Opportunities For PCjr

One of the great things about owning a PCjr is 
that many of the hardware and software up¬ 
grades or projects you always wanted to do but 
couldn't originally afford are now available at a 
greatly reduced cost, or even free. A good ex¬ 
ample of this is the Keytronics 5151jr keyboard 
available from the Club Store at a fraction of its 
original $225 price tag. 

Another example of a PCjr hardware up¬ 
grade project which continues to decrease in 
cost is adding a hard drive to your PCjr. The 
cost of adding a hard drive went from $1,000 or 
more when Jr first arrived in the early 80's, to 
the $600-$800 price range in the late 80's and 
early 90's, and then down to about $300-$500 
by the mid 90's. 

How about finally adding that hard drive 
to your PCjr now for under $300? The single 
most important thing you can do for your PCjr 
is to add a hard drive to it if you have not 
already. I have built hard drives for the PCjr 
before, and it was expensive, but well worth it. 

Once a hard drive is added to your Jr, it 
does not become an IBM PC, PC XT, or PC AT 
wannabe. Rather, and even better, it performs 
and is more compatible with the lower end of 
the IBM PS/2 line of computers, allowing you 
to run more classic DOS games and productivity 
software that was still made in the late 80's and 
early 90's, and hopefully you can still obtain at 
garage sales, flea markets, swap meets, and used 
software stores. 

However, as PCjr ages, it becomes more 
and more difficult to get the older drive parts 
that work with PCjr in order to add a hard 
drive. In fact, speaking as a computer profes¬ 
sional who has been in the business just as long 
as PCjr has been around, I believe if one does 
not add a hard drive to the PCjr within the next 
year, it will be extremely difficult to do so in 
the future. 

For the past 5 years I have been using a 
parallel printer port to IDE hard drive called the 


Commuter, and it works great. The Commuter 
is a plastic white case, which sits alongside and 
matches the color of PCjr very nicely, which 
houses an older style IDE hard drive. It comes 
with a printer cable to attach it to a parallel 
printer port, and your printer then gets attached 
to the printer port on die back of the Commuter. 

It is up to you to unscrew the plastic 
case and supply and insert the IDE hard drive. 
You must also install the supplied DOS driver 
software, which is also available on the Internet. 
For PCjr compatibility, you'll have to find an 
older IDE hard drive around 360 MB or less, 
and you will need DOS 3.3 or greater. 

A notebook version of the Commuter is 
still available for $99, and comes with a printer 
cable, software, and carry bag. I use the carry 
bag as a Polaroid Camera case, though it is 
meant to make your hard drive portable, hence 
the name Commuter! You'll want to get the 
same Commuter hard drive kit, but will need it 
supplied with an external AC adapter instead of 
a notebook power connector, and want it sup¬ 
plied with the DOS device driver if you don't 
have access to the Internet to get it. 

The Commuter Parallel enclosure is 
made by Datastor Technology. While they still 
have the needed DOS device drivers at their 
Internet site at www.datastortech.com, their 
newer products require a 386 with 4 MB RAM, 
which certainly is not PCjr compatible. So it 
may take some doing to track down the older 
Commuter Parallel hard drive kits that PCjr 
needs.

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0 How To Disable 
DMA On 
RACORE Units € 


PCjr users who have RACORE expansion units 
with DMA (Direct Memory Access) may wish 
to disable the DMA feature at some time. One 
reason to do this would be to make the unit 
compatible with a new hard driye as some 
replacement drives are not compatible with 


RACORE”s DMA. 


Disabling DMA in a RACORE unit is 
not difficult and it can be reinstalled later 
should you want it back. It just takes a little 
care, particularly when it comes to removing the 
DMA chip. According to the RACORE Service 
Department, here are the steps to follow: 


1. Carefully remove the U-19 chip (a large 40 
pin chip), using a chip puller. 


2. Move the jumpers on J-10 and J-13 over one 
pin to the left. They are currently on the right 
two pins and should be moved to the left two 
pins. 


3. Install a 150 ohm terminator in the HI socket 
near the top of the board. These terminators are 
available in most electronic supply stores. Beck¬ 
man part #899-3-R150 or Epitek part #EM 1407 
-151G are two types of terminators that will do 
the job, but there are others that may also work. 

4. Remove the floppy disk drive controller card 
and cable. You will need to replace the present 
disk drive cable with a RACORE Part #5500- 
1013 cable to connect your second floppy drive. 
Or, you can replace the original IBM disk drive 
controller card and cable that came with your 
PCjr if you are going to operate with only one 
floppy drive. 



Cartridges Can Improve Your 
PCjr’s Performance 

Those two empty holes that stare out from the 
face of your PCjr like a pair of abandoned 
eye sockets are not as useless as you may think. 
There are cartridges designed especially for 
those slots that can open the way to increased 
speed and improved performance for your PCjr. 

The cartridge with perhaps the most 
dramatic effect is the jrVideo Cartridge which 
speeds up the PCjr’s display of information on 
the screen. The results are quite startling with 
software that uses graphics, with applications 
that require frequent scrolhng or moving across 
vast areas of information such as spreadsheets, 
or when using DOS DIR and TYPE commands. 

With a jrVideo Cartridge installed. 
Junior’s often sluggish ROM BIOS video rou¬ 
tines are improved, making screen writes much 
slicker, particularly if you have already installed 
additional memory on your PCjr. ROM BIOS 
is the Basic Input/Output System (BIOS) that is 
built into Junior’s Read Only Memory (ROM) 
to control the computer’s operations. 

Memory expansion substantially im¬ 
proves your computer’s processing speed, but 
the jrVideo Cartridge provides additional zing 
by bringing the results to your screen more 
quickly. 

Although the overall speed of your PCjr 
will increase with the insertion of the jrVideo 
Cartridge, the results are not universal. Software 
that does not use the BIOS, but instead goes to 
the video buffer, will not be improved. On the 
other hand, with the cartridge installed, Pacman 
runs around the screen so fast you may not be 
able to keep up with him :-) 

Another cartridge is the Keyboard Buffer 
Cartridge that is also known as the jrSynchro 
Cartridge. This cartridge enables up to 47 char¬ 
acters typed on the keyboard to be “buffered” or 
momentarily held back, while the computer is 
accessing the disk drive. This will keep your 
Junior from beeping at you, since the characters

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you type can be stored briefly and then fed to 
the computer when it is ready to receive them. 

Technically speaking, the Keyboard 
Buffer Cartridge contains routines which replace 
the keyboard and diskette VO (Input/Output) 
routines on your Junior’s ROM BIOS. The new 
routines synchronize keyboard and diskette 
operation so the two can be used at the same 
time. 

Computers with Direct Memory Access 
(DMA) can accept keyboard ir^ut while the 
disk drive is being accessed, but most Juniors 
lack DMA, so they beep at you when you ask 
them to do these two things at once. The Key¬ 
board Buffer Cartridge gives you “Pseudo 
DMA,” not true DMA, but the effect is similar 
since you can go on typing just as you can on a 
PC or other computer that utilizes DMA. 

The newer version of the Keyboard 
Buffer Cartridge, V 1.4, includes a command 
designed to solve compatibility problems earlier 
versions of the cartridge had with the Key- 
Tronics 5149jr Numeric Keypad, the RACORE 
PC Keyboard Adapter and some Datadesk AT 
style keyboards. The Keyboard Buffer Cartridge 
is compatible with Cartridge BASIC and the 
jrVideo Cartridge. 

Another cartridge that is available for the 
Junior is Synectics’ Keylights Cartridge. It has 
three green lights imbedded in the face of the 
cartridge that tell you when your CAPS LOCK, 
NUM LOCK and SCROLL LOCK keys are on. 
The lights are on the cartridge itself and are 
activated by putting the proper command in 
your AUTOEXEC.BAT fUe or by issuing the 
command at the DOS A> prompt. 

One more cartridge that has been around 
for a while is RACORE’s PC ID cartridge. This 
one “tricks” software into thinking your PCjr is 
a PC. Although it does not work for all soft¬ 
ware, it is one more way you can approach that 
elusive 100% compatibility level with your 
PCjr. Although we have not tested the PC ID 
Cartridge to determine what software will or 
won’t run on it, we know that it will enable you 
to run the PC version of BASIC that is on DOS 
without having Cartridge BASIC installed. 


Usually, you will get a message “cartridge 
required” if you try to run BASIC from DOS 


without having Cartridge BASIC in your PCjr. 
The development of these cartridges 


were encouraging signs of continued vitality in 
the PCjr community at the time. Manufacturers 
were betting that many PCjr owners would want 
to improve their computers in order to get as 
much usefulness and pleasure out of them as 
possible rather than buying into the upgrade 
bandwagon. 

So, if you are fairly new to the PCjr 
Community and were thinking those two slots in 
front of your PCjr weren’t good for anything 
but catching dust, think again. Maybe one of 
the enhancements provided by these cartridges 
can provide you with that extra measure of 
speed or versatility you want from your PCjr. 

The jrVideo and Keyboard Buffer car¬ 
tridges were developed by David Cox of Cryp¬ 
tographies Software, Toronto, Canada. Your 
club gets a few of them in the Club Store from 
time to time, so check with Phil for their availa¬ 
bility (rpjanz@efn.org).

It isn’t too difficult to install a second 
disk drive. While no one is producing either 
high density or double-sided double-density 5 
1/4" drives anymore, both can be readily found 
at thrift stores and through electronic close-out 
merchants. 

Give some thought before you 
run out and buy another 
drive. While your com¬ 
puter doesn’t care if 
you install a high 
density drive or one 
that is double-sided 
double density, your old 
Junior cares. Everything it did and still does is 
done on 360K DS/DD floppy disks. There isn’t 
much out there on the high density floppy disks 
anymore, so it may behoove you to opt for the 
older 360K drive. 

Some computers will require you to 
change your CMOS (an acronym for comple¬ 
mentary metal-oxide semicondifctor. Thanks, 
Microsoft, for giving the club the “Computer 
Dictionary.”) About four members of the club 
would feel comfortable doing this and none of 
them live in Eugene! Windows 95 and 98 users 
may just let their operating systems find the 
new drive on their own. At any rate, you want 
to keep the 3 1/2" drive your “A” drive and 
make the 5 1/4" drive the “B” drive. 

If you have to use a high density drive, 
make sure that you use your PCjr to format any 
disks you will be using. Or purchase your flop¬ 
pies from the Club Store; they are preformatted.

A Although it has been said that you can’t 
add other memory expansions to a PCjr 
that is already using RACORE memory 
expansions, there are ways around the 
problem. Here is one solution that will let you 
use your RACORE Drive n with an IBM 
sidecar: 

1. Always use the jr mode. 

2. Set the switches on the IBM sidecar as 
follows: #1, 2 and 3 OFF; #4 ON. 


Also, make sure the RACORE memory board is 
full before you use the sidecar. And one last 
point to remember is to use your RACORE 
memory manager or JRCONFIG software so the 
additional memory can be utilized.

For Easier Reading 
Try a Thin Font Module 

Some of us “older” members are finding the 
letters on our monitors just a little bit too fuzzy 
making text difficult to read. Letters seem to 
blur together, especially when using Word¬ 
Perfect or Writing Assistant. This is because 
the PCjr color display is not a monitor with 
high quality resolution (although it is of very 
good quality). 

Recently, I purchased a chip called Thin 
Font Module from the Club Store. It has made 
all the difference in the world so far as readabil¬ 
ity goes with my Junior monitor. The Thin Font 
chip is a combination replacement character 
generator chip and two software programs. 

The PCjr’s main system board has, as one of 
its chips, an integrated circuit (IC) which 
translates the input from the keyboard into de¬ 
signs on the screen. The result is letters drawn 
in the form of two-pixel wide lines. 

The Thin Font module replaces the existing 
chip with an integrated circuit which can gener¬ 
ate either the original character shapes (serif 
style) or a set of thinner ones (a modified San 
Serif style) which are made of lines only one 
pixel wide making the image appear sharper. 

The chip is a little tricky to install and not a 
task for the unadventures ome Junior own er, or 
the faint of heart. However, with the help of 
the detailed manual sent with the module, most 
any diehard can quickly install the new chip. 

Two programs come with the chip: 
THINFONT and SETFONTS. THINFONT is a 
Terminate and Stay Resident (TSR) program. If 
you put it in your autoexec.bat file, it is always 
available to use to switch between the normal¬ 
wide font and the thin font. The second program 
option is SETFONTS and is non-resident. At 
the DOS prompt you run the SETFONTS any 
time you want to switch the screen character 
sets. 

I experienced no trouble getting the module 
installed. Some people may want the presence 
of another PCjr owner for moral support, but 
most of the installation fears are eliminated by 
following the fairly clear instructions in the 
manual. The improved legibility, the flexibility 
of being able to switch between display styles, 
and the ability to change the “hot keys” makes 
Thin Font a good addition to any PCjr.
